In the purchase ot leaseholds and tenants’ interests in laro-e r -t 1 
hirms, purposes for which we cannot obtain advances of Land 
Stock, we expended the sum of £11,879 14,s. lid in the past 
year, and to enable . us to meet this expenditure, as well as 
the large outlay for improvements on the estates in our hands 
we borrowed from the Commissioners of Public Works, with the 
consent of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, the sum of 
£15,000, and a loan of £10,000 for the same purpose, applied for 
m the previous year, was lodged to our account in 1 901-2. 

Two Acts of Parliament were passed in the year 1901 to w „ . , 
facilitate our estate operations. (See Appendix XXVI.) P»rTiam‘ni 

By the Purchase of Land Act, 1901, cap. 3, the amount of 
Guaranteed Land Stock which can be advanced to us for pur- 
chase in each county is increased to fifty times the share of the 
county m the interest of the Church Surplus Grant, with the 
consent of the Treasury and on the issue by the Lord Lieutenant 
ot a certmcate declaring the expediency of such increase 
By the Congested Districts Board Act, 1901, cap. 34, we are 
given special powers to assist us in dealing with occupiers of 
holdings who object to our proposals for the re-arrangement of an 
estate; under another section we obtain further rights to enter 
upon holdings ; and by a third section we are enabled to apply 
our tunds^ to the benefit of occupiers of land outside the Con- 
gested Districts which we have purchased partly for their 
advantage and partly for that of residents in neighbouring 
Congested Districts. s

and unsuitable kinds. They will thus be enabled to compare Plot8 ' 
the results obtained on the plots laid down with the seeds 
supplied gratis by the Board, with those obtained by the com- 
mon method of letting the land out without seeds, or by using 
the very inferior and unsuitable mixtures commonly purchased 
at low rates from the dealers in country towns. 

Eight plots for testing the relative merits of different varieties 
of potatoes were in operation. The general results which have 
been obtained on these plots in this and former years indicate that 
the “ British Queen ” is the most popular early variety which 
has been tried in the experimental plots ; it has proved a good 
cropper in all districts and being generally preferred to either the 
“ Flounder ’ or the “ Beauty of Hebron,” its introduction may 
be regarded as a distinct success in all districts. A few other 
early and second-early varieties have been tested, but the 
“ British Queen ” has proved to be without doubt the most 
suitable for general use. Of the main crop varieties which have 
been tested not ,one can be recommended as a substitute for the 
“ Champion,” and, taking into consideration both yield and table 
qualities, this variety unquestionably holds the field for general 
use, say from September to April. The “ Up-to-date ” appears to 
be generally the second favourite, but it is most appreciated for 
late use from March onwards, and appears to be degenerating in 
eating qualities, and does not yield as well as it did when first 
introduced. The “ Scotia,” which was supplied to the Board by 
Mr. Findlay ofMarkinch, is still rather too coarse for table use, 
but it yields well and there is a general impression that it will 
in time prove a good useful potato. The “ Hibernia” is 
condemned everywhere as of inferior quality, and as a rule 
“ Champion 2nd ” and “ Langworthy ” have not been liked as 
much as was to be expected from the reports as to their merits 
received from non-congested districts. Some of the other maincrop 
varieties tried, such as “ Garton ” and “ Flour Ball,” were very 
satisfactory as to quality, but they did not yield so well as 
“Up-to-date,” and consequently are likely to fall out of use. It 
would seem that on the whole, small occupiers cannot do better 
than use the “ Champion ” as a maincropper to supply potatoes 
for use, say, from October to March inclusive and to plant 
enough “ British Queen ” to supply their wants before the 
“ Champion ’ is ready for use, with a sufficient quantity of 
“Up-to-date,” or any other good late keeping variety for use 
from 1st April until “British Queen” or some other- second-early 
variety can be obtained. It is not considered necessary to con- 
tinue the special series of experimental ‘plots for testing the 
relative merits of different varieties of potatoes, but anj^ particular 
variety which it is considered advisable to test or to introduce 
will be cultivated on some of the example holdings. The Board’s 
Instructors will thus have an opportunity of noting whether it 
is desirable to take any special steps for the purpose of supplying 
seed of any new variety which it may seem advisable to introduce, 
and for which there is likely to be a demand.

A considerable amount of “ S. A. R.” mixture and Potassium 
Sulphide for steeping oat seed for the prevention of “ Smut has 
been distributed gratis, and “ S. A. R.” has also been supplied for 
sale in districts in which it had been tried and proved satis- 
factory in the previous year. 

As was anticipated in our last report, the demand for fruit 
trees has increased considerably : this is no doubt very largely 
due to the efforts of the Board’s Fruit and Market Gardening 
Expert, Mr. Peter Brock, who was appointed in November of 
last year. During the winter lie visited many of the con- 
o’ested districts considered most suitable for fruit culture, calling 
upon many persons who required advice or assistance either 
as to the treatment of fruit trees already planted or with respect 
to future planting. We are glad to know that the advice and 
instruction thus afforded seem to have been very much appre- 
ciated, and there is little doubt that much good will result. 
Five thousand seven hundred and nine fruit trees were > sold, 
and more than 200 copies of the last edition of W right’s “ Profitable 
Fruit Growing” were disposed of. This excellent work is 
supplied post free for 4 d., one-third of cost price. 

A number of people have expressed their intention of planting 
fruit trees during the coming autumn and winter and Mr. 
Brock has advised them as to .the most suitable varieties to he 
planted and has given full instruction for the preparation ol 
the "round. We wish it to be understood that so far as time 
permits Mr. Brock will call upon any persons residing in congested 
districts and give instruction and advice as to fruit and vegetable 
culture or market gardening, preference being always given 
to small occupiers. Any persons desiring to avail themselves of 
Mr. Brock’s services should write 10 our office, so that he may 
call upon them when visiting the district. 

In order to encourage the culture of vegetables, a large 
number of packets of vegetable seeds were distributed through 
the Board’s local instructors and others in the spring of 1901, 
and a further distribution of vegetable seeds was made in the 
County Donegal in the early spring of this year. I he seeds 
thus distributed were put up in half-ounce and one-ounce 
packets, and consisted principally of the following varieties : 
Onions, parsnips, carrots, cottagers’ kale, Enfield market cabbage 
and early York cabbage. These seeds were supplied to Kfty-one 
clergymen in Donegal who kindly agreed to re-distribute them 
to small occupiers willing to cultivate them in accordance with 
instructions which were issued. Similar packages were supplied 
for distribution to the teachers of seven of our Domestic 
Training Classes who were requested to issue them to persons 
who attended their classes. 

The gratuitous issue of forest trees to provide small clumps 
for shelter has been continued and about 92,000 trees were 
supplied gratis for this purpose.

We have again to acknowledge the valuable assistance which 
has been received from Mr. Matthew Hedley, f.k.c.vs Chief 
Inspector, Veterinary Department, and from the Veterinary 
Inspectors of that Department, in connection with the treatment 
of bulls and boars in ill health. A number of animals would 
have died or become useless for service had it not been for the 
treatment carried out by Mr. Hedley, or under the instructions ' 
given by him. 

The portable sheep-dipping apparatuses have been consider- Sheep- dipping, 
ably improved in construction, and several have been supplied 
to flesh distiicts. twenty-three were in use last season, and 
the total number of sheep dipped has increased from 25 000 in 
the previous year to 36,700 last year. It is intended to arrange 
for the issue . of several additional machines next winter, as 
there are many .districts in which the people do not dip their 
sheep unless they have reason to believe that they are affected 
by scab or badly affected by ticks. It is probable that the 
neglect of dipping in such districts is largely due to the want 
of an economical and effectual appliance ; hence it is believed 
that in most of these districts dipping will become much more 
general when the people understand how cheaply and effectively 
the operation can be carried out by making use of the portable 
apparatus we supply. Experience lias shown that, as a general 
rule, although there may be great difficulty in inducing “people 
to dip during the first season in which an apparatus is introduced 
to a district where dipping has not previously been regularly 
practised, there is a very large increase in the number of sheep 
dipped in the following season, and it is generally admitted by 
the owners that their sheep could not be so well or cheaply dipped 
with the means at their own disposal; There are, indeed, few 
districts in which the small occupiers can be said to have been 
in the habit oi dipping their sheep properly, the common practice, 
if scab appeared, being to “pour” tile sheep, while if an attempt 
was made to dip, it was usually done by dipping them in a 
petroleum barrel, a method which is very slow when a large 
number of sheep have'to be dealt with, and it wastes the dip. °

Foul brood has been very prevalent m ^e Cooties ot 
Donegal, Leitrim, Cork, and Kerry, but we me glad to be able 
to sa| that our expert, Mr. 'furlough B. O’Biyen ha been 

very successful in dealing with it m several dmtncts m 

which beekeepers allowed him to take the necessary 
measures for disinfection. Treatment with lormalme is now 
generally adopted, and only very badly ^e^edjtocks are 
destroyed In all eases in which the presence of foul brood 
detected at an early stage the hives are treated with formalin^ 
and the experience gained of late appears to indicate that ; when 
the methods of disinfection with formaline recommended by our 
expert are properly carried out, the disease, if dealt with before 
it has advanced too far, can be subdued or entirely elated 
Many stocks in which foul brood was noticed m summer o 
1901 have been subjected to a continued course of disinfectant 
treatment with formaline throughout the autumn J| 01 
spring of 1902 with satisfactory results. Further evidence of 
the efficacy of the formaline treatment has been obtained from 
the Kilgarvan district, in which about twenty-six stocks ' “ 

were affected by foul brood in the summer of 1900 were isolated 
and subjected to continuous treatment. When examined in .the 
early summer of 1901 foul brood could on y e is , _ 

five of the stocks, the rest being apparently perfectly healthy 
these healthy stocks were taken back to the apiaries to which 
they belonged and when examined m the sumrnei of 1902 they 
appeared to be still perfectly healthy. In order to facihtate the 
adoption of measures for treating cases of loul biood, the tioo 
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boards of the “ C.D.B. ” hives are now fitted with a large hole, Beekeeping, 
covered with perforated zinc and a sliding shutter, so that a 
cloth or sponge saturated with a 10 per cent, solution of 
formaline can be retained in the hole. It would seem however 
from the reports received from our Inspector that notwith- 
standing all the efforts that have been made to stamp out foul 
brood, not much substantial progress has been made in that 
respect except in the Mohill district of the County Leitrim, in 
which the disease appears to have been pretty thoroughly got 
under, owing to the excellent manner in which curative and 
preventive measures were carried out by thp South Leitrim 
Beekeepers Association. It is impossible to eradicate the 
disease in any district in which, as is so frequently the case, 
some beekeepers refuse to adopt the methods of treatment 
recommended by the Board, or go so far as to refuse to permit 
our expert to examine their hives. 

The Honey Depot was continued for the assistance of bee- 
keepers in the Congested Districts in disposing of their honey. 

Rather more than ten tons of honey passed through the depot 
during the year, but our wish is that local associations should 
find other markets for the honey produced by their members, 
instead of selling it to us. There are many districts in which 
the honey from heather and mountain herbs is of such superior 
quality that there is very little doubt it could be disposed of 
more advantageously than by sending it to our depot, and several 
of these associations have succeeded in obtaining better prices 
than those we offer. 

The quantity of honey purchased by us from beekeepers was 
30J cwt. in 1897, 3£ tons in 1898, 121 tons in 1899, 8 tons in 
1900, and 10 tons 6 cwt. in 1901.

107 214 e™s were given out for hatching during the year by 
the Board’ s°poultry farmers. The system which lias hitherto 
been adopted of paying the poultry farmers for each egg distil 
bated has been 'discontinued, and they are now aliowed to seU 
eggs subject to a maximum price fixed by the Board from 
whom they receive a small bonus if the management of tlia 
poultry and the egg distribution are satisfactorily tamed out. 
On March 31st, 1902, there were 71 poultry harms m operation 
at different centres for the distribution of eggs : of these 

47 distributed eggs of both hens and ducks ; 

G distributed eggs of bens only ; 

18 distributed eggs of ducks only. 

179 cocks and hens, 31 ducks and drakes, 14 turkeys, and 5 
geese were acquired and distributed during the year. 

The poultry fattening depot at Mulroy was let to Mi. A. 
Hassell, but unfortunately it was burnt down immediately attei 
he had entered into occupation. The premises were, however, 
insured and another fattening shed has been erected upon the 
same site. It has been arranged with Mr. W. Monro formerly 
the Board’s Agricultural Instructor at Garngart, that he shall 
take over and work the new depot. 

Spraying; demonstrations were conducted in certain parts 
of the Counties of Donegal, Cork and Kerry m which spray- 
ing is but rarely adopted, although potato disease is 
very prevalent and very destructive. Arrangements have been 
made for repeating the demonstrations in the same counties 
this season. We are still offering to supply new Erin and 
“Eclair” knapsack spraying machines for a cash payment of 
24s. each to any small occupiers. 332 machines were sold on 

these terms during the year. , ,

With one exception the houses were Leonard 
grouped in two clusters and the holdings were in scattered Esl “ t0 - 
patches, three of these tenants were migrated to holdings on 
the Ihomson estate on the neighbouring shore. 

The property contained in all 1,210 acres, valued at £217 9s 
a , nd " ea occupied by sixty poor- tenants was 303 acres, valued 
at £162 13s. 6 cl. By taking- up the land in the hands of remov- 
able tenants we were enabled to add 758 acres, chiefly boo- and 

rough grazing land, to the smallholdings. 

When we. acquired the property the rental was £363 12s and 
it had formerly been £600. The land being poor the people had 
to depend very much on kelp-burning and to some extent on 
fishing both very precarious means of living. Each family had 
tn pay from Ids. to 20s. for the right to cut a year’s supply of 
turf on the mountain held by one large Court tenant, who if he 
had purchased his holding, coulcl have continued to eharo- e a 
price which bore heavily on those tenants who had no turbary of 

then- own. Our Inspector stated in his report : 

„ -^ e isjauders endure great hardships in procuring the year’s 

supply of fuel from the Carna mountain. They spend a con- 
“ Sld f'able time in spring cutting and saving the turf on the boo- 
( and they have afterwards to carry it long distances in baskets’ 

. on then- backs from the bog to the quay, and then boat it 
to the islands. 

I he chief advantage they enjoyed was an abundant crop of 
sea-weed for manuring their land. 1 

Wo have spent £1,000 in re-arranging the holdings, making 
roads and assisting in building new houses and we are sellino- 
the entire property, excepting a small plot on which there it 
a Hotel, to 63 tenants for annual instalments amounting to £195 
but we regret that notwithstanding the large additions we made’ 
to the holdings and the expenditure of at least £3,500 on which 
we are obtaining no return by the sale of the estate, the majo- 
rity of the holdings are inadequate for the support of the 
occupiers, owing to the poor quality of the land. As we had 
not pui chased the estate by means of an advance from the Land 
Umimssion, we decided to sell direct to the tenants for annuities 
payable to ourselves, as we did in the case of Clare Island. The 
ake-hrfnng is let to the proprietor of the hotel, which is a 
spoitsmans resort.

hated by the Land Commissioners, although in 
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Dillon Estate, the case of this estate the Commissioners have agreed to waive 
inspection of each holding, in consideration of our giving a 
guarantee covering the entire amount of the purchase-money. 

The delay during the past year has been caused by the extreme 
difficulty of apportioning the turbary so as to mate the best 
possible provision for 2,500 tenants, who have either no turbary 
or a very insufficient quantity on their holdings, and who must 
be o-iven a right to cut .turf on the holdings of about 1,500 
other tenants who have more than will be required during the 
next seventy years. The very arduous work of allotting and 
mapping the plots of turbary is being carried out by six Ordnance 
Surveyors under the general direction of our Chief Land 
Inspector. The difficulty of this task has been much increased 
by the objections made by tenants on whose holdings turbary 
has been assigned to others, and great tact and unwearied 
patience have been exercised in carrying through these arrange- 
ments. . , 

In order to give some idea of the manner in which the difficulty 
in regard to turbary has delayed the sale of the estate, we should 
explain that in many hundreds of cases several distinct plots of 
bog have been allotted to one tenant on different holdings, 
situated as much as three miles in various directions from the 
tenant’s own holding and before the purchase agreement and 
map of this tenant’s holding can be dealt with by the Land 
Commission, it is necessary to lodge the agreements and maps 
of the other tenants whose holdings are affected by these turbary 
allotments. In this way the work on one townland has to wait 
until several other townlands have been prepared for sale in the 
same way. 

ITp to 31st March last the expenditure on the Dillon Estate 
amounted to £20,689 for drainage, fencing, road making, the 
improvement of the poorest of the tenants houses, and for 
assistance in the erection of out-buildings for the cattle. It is 
estimated that a further sum of £8,000 will be laid out on this 
estate during the current year and it is confidently expected that 
before 31st March next these works will be finished and all the 
holdings will be sold. 

We have not so far been able to dispose of Loughglynn House, 
but hope that it will be found possible to devote it to some 
useful public purpose. We have decided to divide amongst the 
tenants all the demesne lands, excepting the plantation of one 
hundred acres around the house, and about fourteen acres close 
to the village of Loughglynn, which will be retained by us, in 
trust, as common grazing land for the poorer inhabitants of the 
village, who have little land, and who would gladly avail them- 
selves of grazing for a eow or other animal. Where on any of 
our estates a piece of land cannot be conveniently or profitably 
divided amongst the tenants and added to their holdings, or 
where the cost of making a subdivision would be out of propor- 
tion to the benefit to be derived, we propose in future to reserve 
such land for the purpose of common grazing. 

The nature of the work done in connection with the improve- 
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ment, striping, and re-arrangement of estates was rather fully Migration, 
described in our Eighth and Ninth Reports It is not necessary 
to repeat similar details, but it may be of interest to explain, in 
a general way, the most important features of our procedure in 
dealing with the estates we have acquired. 

These estates are of three classes, as follows : — 

(a.) Estates held by agricultural- tenants, in rundaie or badly 
arranged holdings, and on which there is no land avail- 
able for migration or the enlargement of small holdings. 

(6.) Estates mainly made up of small holdings in the occupation 
of agricultural tenants, blit having also some land in the 
owner’s hands, or held under temporary tenancies and 
therefore available for migrants and for enlargement of 
small holdings. 

(c.) Untenanted grass lands purchased with the object of 
migrating to them tenants from overcrowded estates. 

The estates included in class (a) are the most unsatisfactory G. Browne 
we have to deal with. As types of these we may mention the * nd Leetch 
G. E. Browne, Leetch (except part of one towniand), Digby <statos ’ 
and O’Reilly Dease estates. On the two latter estates there are, 
however, large tracts of mountain with a considerable area 
capable of reclamation and if the tenants applied themselves 
diligently to the improvement of their new holdings they could 
after a few years obtain a fairly good living from them, but on 
the Browne and Leetch estates the holdings are too poor and 
too small to maintain the present occupiers, who must therefore 
continue to be partly dependent on other means of subsistence, 
such as migratory labour. 

The striping and re-arrangement of these estates will, without 
doubt, greatly facilitate the agricultural development of the 
holdings and enable the tenants to make improvements they could 
not attempt before, owing to the manner in which the lands were 
held, as, for example, on portion of the G. E. Browne estate where 
twelve tenants paying rents amounting to £14 6s. 8 d. had their 
holdings in 276 detached plots, besides having undivided com- 
monage rights over other portions. They now hold the same land 
m 45 detached plots, or less than an average of four plots each, 
connected by passages or roads. These plots include at least one 
of turbary for each tenant, so that ihe agricultural and reclaimable 
land of each holding is, on an average, in less than three detached 
parts, and each of these parts is fenced. 

The striping of these estates entailed a large expenditure for 
the erection of fences, roads, drains and houses, but, owing to 
the poverty of the land and the smallness of the holdings, only 
a small proportion of this expenditure could be charged to the 
tenants. Consequently we have incurred a considerable loss in 
dealing with these properties and others of the same class. We 
cannot . consider the result satisfactory when, after a large 
. expenditure on these very poor and densely-populated estates, the 
Congestion is ameliorated but not remedied. To effect a satis- 
factory settlement it would have been necessary to migrate more

than half the tenants, but they showed no disposition to lemove. 
Notices were posted on Browne and Leetch estates mviti a 
applications from landholders for the fourteen new holding, 
on P Knockaimakill estate, about eight nnles distant, but not one 
of the tenants made application, or expressed a willingness to 
migrate from their very poor holdings to those on Knockaunakill 
which are subject to annuities of £12 to £15 a year and aie 
sufficient for the maintenance of ail industrious family. 

Most of the rents on these estates varied from 12s. to about 
£3 We find that, as a rule, the poorest class of tenants, who 
have been paying- small rents and not deriving a living- from then 
holdings ar/ afraid to undertake the payment of a reasonable 
rent for a holding sufficiently large to support an ordinary 
family The want of capital to work the larger holding is one of 
the chief causes in deterring poor landholders from surrendering 
their old small holdings and migrating to larger ones. Although 
we have offered to advance loans to such migrants, not exceeding 
in any case £50, on their finding two solvent sureties to join 
them in a bond for the repayment of the advance within five 
years, very few availed themselves of our offer and the largest 
loan we have made to any migrant is £30. . 

(b.) Most of the estates we have purchased, including the 
Dillon are of this second class. Where there is any considerable 
area of untenanted land on the estate available for the enlarge- 
ment of holdings, or for the transfer or tenants from the most 
cono-ested portions, we have no difficulty m carrying out a 
satisfactory rearrangement of the entire estate, and in most eases 
we are able to do so without incurring much, if any, loss. As an 
example of this, we may refer to the Netterville estate, County 
Galway, which included a grass farm in the townland of New- 
bridge, containing 167 acres rented at £111 j and the townland 
of Ballinacorra, Netterville, containing an acreage of 109, 
occupied by 11 agricultural tenants at rents amounting to 
£50*128. 6d, or an average of £4 12s. Five of these tenants 
migrated to holdings provided for them on Newbridge farm, 
having an average area of about 20 acres and average rent of 
£15 the lands vacated by them being added to the holdings of 
the tenants who remained. The result of the arrangement is 
that the six tenants who remained and whose old holdings had 
an average area of 10 acres at a rent of £3 16s. Id, have new 
holdings with an average area of 18 acres and average rent 

° f The 1 J S A Browne estate, near Moycullen, County Galway, 
contained an area of 439 acres, and the rental at the time ot 
purchase was £119 7s. 6 d Thirteen agricultural tenants held 
258 acres, at rents amounting to £69, while 182 acres at rente 
amounting to £50, were held under Court lettings. We took 
over possession of the latter and striped them with the lands u 
the tenants’ occupation, thus enlarging the holdings of the thirteen 
permanent tenants to an average of 34 acres, at an average len 
of £9 4s. 8 ci, in lieu of the old holdings having an average oi 
20 acres, at an average rent of £5 6s. 6d 
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These two a mail estates afford very interesting examples of Netterville 
the improvement which can be effected when there is sufficient ^J es Browllfl 
land on the estate, or in the neighbourhood, to amply enlarge 
all the small or poor holdings. On the Netterville estate 
additional land was provided for the tenants on the congested 
portion of the estate by migrating a number of them to a grass 
farm about two miles distant and on the J. A. Browne estate 
sufficient land was found for the enlargement of the small 
agricultural holdings, not by the migration of some of the 
tenants, but by taking up possession of the lands held under 
Court tenancies, and adding these lands to the small holdings 
in the process of striping the estate. 

Four new slated dwelling-houses and out-offices were erected on 
the Netterville estate for tenants whose old dwellings were very 
bad or were found to be too inconveniently placed for the proper 
rearrangement of the estate. The tenants who migrated to 
Newbridge farm were provided with substantial slated dwellings 
and out-offices. 

The landholders on these two estates except a few who 
could not work larger holdings than those they had, have now 
sufficiently large holdings to maintain themselves and families if 
they are industrious. 

The Port Royal estate now being sold to the tenants has been Port Royal 
re-arranged and the condition of the landholders substantially Estate ' 
improved on the same lines as those of the Netterville and J. A. 

Browne estates. But having regard to the size of the estate and 
the number of small holdings thereon the area of land available 
for migration or enlargement was comparatively small and 
consequently only a few of the small holdings were enlarged. 

Ten tenants migrated to Port Royal Demesne and others have 
had their holdings enlarged by the addition of a portion of the 
demesne land. 

Three tenants migrated from Port Royal to new holdings 
provided for them on the grass farms near Castlebar on the 
Lucan estate, from eight to ten miles distant, and the land 
vacated by these migrants was applied to the enlargement of 
the adjacent smaller holdings. 

But, apart from the good done by the enlargement of holdings 
and striping of the estate, most substantial benefits have been 
conferred on nearly all the landholders by the construction of 
main drains and accommodation roads, and by the apportionment 
of turbary. Assistance was given for the improvement of dwelling- 
houses and erection of out offices, subject to certain conditions 
which were embodied in a printed notice posted on the estate, of 
which the following is a copy : —

L Any tenant who has not received assistance for the improvement

his dwelling and convert the space previously occupied hy the 
cattle iu to a bedroom, will get three windows and window-frames 
free, delivered at JBallinrobe, on the condition that he puts them into 
his dwelling. 

2. Any tenant who has not received assistance for the improvement 
of his house or offices and who puts up suitable offices on an approved 
site before next July will get iron to roof same to a value not 
exceeding £4, without charge. 

3. Any tenant who erects a new dwelling-house with thatched or 
slated roof, on an approved site, before next J uly will get a tree 
grant of £10 for same, either in money or materials and if any 
tenant desires to add to the purchase price of his holding as 
announced, a sum not exceeding two years’ rent, the amount so added 
will be given either in cash or materials together with the free grant 
of £10. 

Any tenant who in this way (that is, by a free grant of £10, 
together with the amount added to purchase price) has at his disposal 
the sum of £20, may, for this sum, if he so requests, get a slated roof 
put by the Board on the walls of any house built on the same 
plan as those at Srah, but the tenant must cart materials from 
Railway to site, and supply all unskilled labour as well as the 
windows and doors and everything required for erection of same, 
except the materials for the roof and skilled labour. 

The slates and timber for roof will be of the same description as 
those on the Srah houses. 

4. Any tenant who wishes to build a larger house (such as those 
on the Port Royal Plan No. 3), and who contributes the sum of £25 
from the sources mentioned, will, if he so desires, get a slated roof 
similar to roofs of Srah houses put up at expense of Board for that 
money, subject to the same conditions as those set out in last para- 
graph for the smaller houses. 

5. Any tenant who wishes to put up a slated roof himself, will 
get the assistance stated above, provided the work be completed to 
the satisfaction of Board’s Chief Land Inspector or other Officer 
deputed to inspect the work.

The Dillon estate is being dealt with in the same manner as 
the Port Royal and other estates of this class. Like the Port 
Royal the land available for the enlargement of such holdings 
is small in proportion to the number of holdings needing 
enlargement, but by purchasing the tenants’ interests we have 
succeeded in getting possession of nearly all the grazing holdings 
on the estate which were not in the hands of resident tenants. 
These holdings, with the demesne lands and grass farms on the 
Waldron estate adjoining the Dillon, comprise an area of 4,965 
acres available for migration and enlargement of small holdings. 

The addition of these lands, although of comparatively small 
area, to the poorest holdings on the estates will have an appreci- 
able effect in bettering the average condition of the tenants. A 
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great deal of this land is already disposed of, or will be before the 
end of the year. Besides the benefits which the acquisition of this 
additional land and the improvement works will confer on many 
of the smaller landholders, the repair of houses which has been 
carried out at a cost of over £10,000 will, we believe, have a still 
greater effect in improving the general condition of the people. 

Many of the main drains and streams which have been deepened 
and improved have dried and rendered capable of profitable 
improvement very large areas of marshy or flooded land which 
were hitherto of little or no value, owing to the want of outfall 
for the drainage. 

( o .) Up to 31st March last we had provided 132 new holdings for Migration, 
migrants. On each holding a neat slated cottage was built and 
on nearly all suitable out-offices were also erected. The boundary 
fences of each farm were, in all cases, put up by us. The area of 
the holdings varied from 14 to 50 acres and the rents from £7 to 
£23. Most of the holdings contain from 20 to 30 acres at rents 
of £10 to £15. Nearly all those migrants were required to pay 
a fine when entering into possession of the new holdings. The 
persons to whom their vacated lands were given were obliged to 
pay to the migrants a reasonable price for the tenant-right and 
in this way the migrants found the greater part of the fine de- 
manded by us for the new holdings. 

The difficulties to be overcome in migrating, with a reasonable 
prospect of successful results, poor landholders from an over- 
crowded area to new holdings situated some miles from their 
old homes are very great. We cannot acquire grass lands 
suitable for migration without paying a high price, then a large 
expenditure has to be incurred in the construction of mearing 
fences, buildings and roads. When the fully equipped holdings 
are ready for occupation, our selection of new tenants or migrants 
is practically confined to the poorest landholders. We cannot 
choose the most solvent or industrious of the applicants. We can 
only give a new holding to such applicants as are landholders 
resident in a congested district and who are prepared to 
surrender to us their present holdings for the enlargement of 
adjacent small holdings. 

Landholders in a congested district who have fairly large 
holdings and good means and who are the men we should like to 
ungrate to larger and better holdings, will not leave their old 
homes. We are, therefore, obliged to migrate persons who have 
only small holdings to surrender for the benefit of their neigh- 
bours. These migrants are usually very poor and having to 
borrow most of the capital they use they are not, as a rule, 
disposed to undertake the purchase of a holding for which they 
would have to pay more than £8 or £10 annually. As the 
simplest class of house we can put up would be quite good enough 
oi a farm having £20 worth of land, the cost of construction of 
mearing fences and buildings on these small holdings is altogether 
out of proportion to the value of the land attached. Very few 
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Migration. of the migrants we can get will attempt to erect their own 
houses or make the mearing fences, even though we offer them 
substantial grants in aid, especially if the land to which they 
intend migrating is any considerable distance from their homes. 

Owing to the difficulties referred to the loss incurred in 
dealing with some of our migration schemes is much greater than 
we should like or consider reasonable, while on others the loss, 
is trivial. We are prepared to incur a moderate loss in our 
migration schemes, believing, as we do, that migration is 
the best means of substantially and permanently improving the 
condition of the landholders in the inland congested districts, but 
we are not willing to incur an expenditure out of proportion to 
the benefits conferred. 

If the landholders who have migrated prosper in their new 
holdings, as we hope they will, we believe that the reluctance to 
migrate to a distance will gradually disappear and that we shall 
get the more substantial and larger landholders to migrate, which 
would be a great fid vantage. 

An interesting case in connection with the disinclination to 
migrate occurred on Port Royal estate, where two tenants on the 
mountain side of Derassa refused, three years ago, to migrate to 
good holdings on Port Royal demesne, about three miles distant. 
They regretted this when they saw how well circumstanced those 
were who migrated to Port Royal, and last year they begged to 
be allowed, and were allowed, to migrate to farms on the Lucan 
estate, near Castlebar, about ten miles distant. 

Knockauuakiii 'Phe Knockaunakill estate, Co. Mayo, and W. R. Tredennick 
and Treden- estate, Co. Donegal, are grass lands situate outside the Con? 
nick Estates. g es ted Districts, purchased by us for migration purposes. On 
the former fourteen and on the latter nine houses and offices 
have been erected. Surrounding or adjacent to these two estates 
are a number of small landholders. Those near Knockaunakill are 
peasant proprietors under the Land Purchase Acts. Some of 
those near the Tredennick estate were also peasant proprietors 
and others were tenants to - Captain Tredennick. As some of 
these landholders were as much in need of enlarged holdings as 
any we could migrate, we decided to take advantage .of the 
Congested District Board Act, 1901 and purchase these small 
holdings to enlarge them, or migrate some of the occupiers to 
new holdings. We have now arranged for the purchase of six 
small holdings near Knockaunakill estate and fifteen near 
Tredennick estate. Landholders from the congested districts 
will be migrated to the lands not used for the enlargement ot 
the holdings on or near these estates.

equal to the preceding year ; but owing to the better prices 
secured under the contract, the sum paid to the fishermen was 
higher than in any previous year.

Throughout, the fishing, which commenced in the first week of 1 
April and closed on the 15th June, the weather was unfavourable, 
being stormy in April, too calm in May, and again stormy in 
June. Twenty-seven large and thirty small boats were em- 
ployed, with crews of 302 men and boys. About £330 was 
earned on shore by thirty persons who assisted in forwarding 
the fish. 

At Cleggan there were fifteen firms buying in addition to the 
merchant who had contracted to give the prices named above, 
and owing to this competition the fishermen obtained more 
money than they did in the previous year, although the quantity 
of fish was one-third less than in that year. The fleet fishing 
at this station consisted of twenty-three large and sixty small 
boats, manned by 383 men and boys, and it is estimated that 
forty persons working on shore earned £400. 

At Blacksod Point we chartered a small steamer, as in the two 
previous years, for the conveyance of the fish to the railway at 
Tonragee, near Achill Sound, charging Is. per box for carriage 
and 2 d. for empty boxes returned. 

As may be seen from the table referred to, this fishing was 
not so successful in this, its third year, as it had been in the first 
two years after its establishment as an experiment, and the sum 
paid to the fishermen fell from £980 to £830. In the two earlier 
years we bought the fish and sent it to market, but in the year 
now being dealt with the station was taken by a merchant, who 
gave contract prices. 

Thirteen large boats and as many open boats were engaged in 
the fishing, with crews numbering 120, and £80 was earned by 
about twelve persons employed on shore. 

At Roundstone, Clifden, and Doonloughan stations the fishing 
fell short of the results of 1900 to the extent of over fifty per 
cent., while the cash receipts decreased by about one-third only, 
owing to the higher prices. 

At these stations nineteen large boats and twenty-four open 
boats and curraghs were fishing, and the crews numbered about 
198 men and boys. The earnings made by eighteen persons 
working ashore, including carters were £150.

Conger, Skate, Cod, Ling, and Glasson. 

The long-line fishing during the winter and early spring ot 
1901-2 was a decided failure, and a great disappointment to the 
fishermen, especially in the Teelin district, where they are ac- 
customed to depend so much on this class of fishing. Some of 
the crews in that district did not earn a single shilling. The 
absence of fish from the usual grounds is the only cause to which 
the failure can be assigned. It is well known that all fisheries 
are liable to occasional depressions, and about twenty years ago 
the cod fishing at Teelin experienced as complete a failure as did 
the long-line fishing at all the Donegal stations in the season 
now referred to. 

The quantities landed at Teelin were, ling 9 boxes, cod 35, 
Glasson 175, conger 8, and skate 25, all sold fresh to local 
buyers. 

An additional misfortune for the Teelin men was the failure 
of the winter herring fishing. 

At Aran the long-line fishing was far better than in Donegal 
and Mayo, but fell short of the very satisfactory results obtained 
in the previous year. Conger, cod, and ling were scarce, but the 
prices for the two latter were good, although only the local 
market in Galway was supplied. 

The value of the fish caught at Aran was about £641, and

The cod fishing was bad all round the western coast, and the 
North Mayo stations — Porturlin. Portacloy, and Rinroe— suffered 
with the rest. Gurnards were, however, very numerous, and 
were readily sold for local consumption at five shillings per 
hundred. 

The want of herrings for bait was a hindrance to the long-line 
fishing on this part of the coast. 

Herring Fishing. 

We decided in the spring of 1901 to give subsidies of £4 per 
week for four weeks to a few large herring boats from Scotland 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether a profitable herring 
fishery could be established at some distance off the Donegal 
coast in summer. Six large boats were engaged on these terms 
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by two merchants, and between the 28th April and the end of 
May, when the dog-fish prevented further fishing, 918 barrels of 
herrings were obtained by the six boats, and the experiment 
proved quite satisfactory. 

Some of the smaller local boats joined in the fishing for a short 
time, but could not go far enough to sea, the grounds being 
about sixteen miles north-east of Horn Head. 

The autumn herring fishing on the Donegal coast was again 
very successful, and the amount earned by the fishermen pishing, 
£35,000, was higher than in any previous season, while the sum Donegal 
paid to persons ashore for curing and marketing was about 
£5,000. 

At Downing’s Bay (Sheep Haven), where a fleet of thirty-five 
“Zulu” boats provided by us was working, the herrings did not 
appear until after the middle of September, and the fishing- 
con tinned from that time to the end of November. 

The catch eclipsed the records of previous years, the best period 
being the last fortnight of October, during which the weather 
was settled, and the boats got to sea almost every night. The 
Board’s boats earned £2,000 in each of these two weeks, and 
made over £6,500 in the season. On several days more than 
1,000 crans were landed, and the fish were of good quality. On 
one night, when a large shoal of herrings had been struck, rough 
weather came on, and a serious loss of nets was suffered owing 
to the weight of fish and the inability of the crews to haul in the 
nets. 

The curing stations of eleven merchants were kept fully 
employed, although at one time as many as twenty steamers were 
carrying cargoes of fresh herrings to Glasgow. 

In addition to the thirty-five Donegal boats above-mentioned 
there were fifteen large Scotch and Isle of Man boats engaged 
in the fishing, as well as twenty or thirty “yawls” or open 
boats, 

The herring fishing at Burtonport and “The Rosses*” was also 
later than usual, very little being done until about the middle of 
October, when light takes were landed. 

About the middle of November the fishing commenced at 
Traweenagh Bay, and continued good for ten days. One crew 
made £100 in a week and several yawls earned as much as £60 
in a week. The boats from Aranmore Island and the Burton- 
port district got a large share of the herrings as they had ring 
nets and the bulk of the fish were caught in daylight by 
“ ringing.” These boats sold their fish at Burtonport where four 
steamers were employed in carrying cargoes to Glasgow. Those 
landed at Traweenagh by the local boats were either cured or 
kippered. This fishing ceased at the end of November. . 

It was not until December that herrings appeared in fairly 
large shoals near Aranmore Island and Kincasslagh, but the 
fishing continued up to the end of January and even into 
February. 
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Autumn During December and January the weather was very stormy 

Fishhi^ and unsettled, and on this exposed coast the fishing was carried 
on under considerable difficulties, but notwithstanding this the 
season’s earnings were perhaps the largest ever made by the 
fishermen of the .Rosses district. 

At Ardara and Rosbeg a good fishing was obtained fiom the 
middle of October to the second week in November. Most of 
the herrings landed at Ardara were marketed fresh, a large 
quantity being carted to Glenties Railway Station and thence 
distributed inland. 

Since the herring fishing commenced some nine or ten years 
ago on the Donegal coast, it has been a continued success. In the 
earlier years our Board bought and cured most of the fish, but have 
not had to do so during the past five years, and last season there 
were forty curing stations at work, besides two kippering es- 
tablishments, and large number of buyers for the local markets.

The boats at Glare Island are too small for drift-net fishing, 
and there is no suitable harbour for larger craft. 

Aran. A rather important herring fishing was obtained at Aran during 

February and March. Few of the boats had proper herring nets, 
but those that had them did remarkably well, as shown by the 
figures given above. A steady market was found on the spot at 
good prices. Altogether the Aran Islanders did fairly well last 
year, though their earnings were not quite so good as in a few 
previous seasons. 

Cured Fish Trade. 

Herrings We had no curing stations open for the purchase of herrings, 

Cured. as this trade was. left entirely to merchants. The following 
stations were let to various firms : — 

Downing’s Bay, Gortnasate, Inishcoo, Maglieragallon, Rosbeg, 
i Inver, Clare Island, Darby’s Point. 

Plots of land for curing at Gortnasate and Traweenagh Bay 
were also let. 

It will be seen from the annexed returns that the quantity of 
herrings cured by merchants was 27,280 barrels, or about 4,000 
barrels in excess of the previous year, which was 10,000 in excess 
of the year 1899-1900. 

. : The quantity returned as “ sold fresh ” was nearly 70, 000 . boxes, 
which was double the quantity sold in the preceding year. 

There was also a considerable increase in the quantity kippered.

We referred in our last Report to the great depression of the 
Irish cured mackerel industry in the autumn of 1900, in con- 
sequence of the revival of the mackerel fishery in America, which 
is the chief market for the Irish produce. The -price had- then 
fallen so low, 9 dollars per barrel, that it did not p ay eit her the 
merchants or the fishermen in this country to carry on the fishery. 
We are happy to be able to state that last year the price recovered 
to fifteen dollars per barrel for the best Irish mackerel, and the* 
revival in the industry shown in the returns now given would, 
no doubt, have been more marked if it had not been checked by 
unfavourable weather. 

As recorded in our Reports, the number of barrels sent to market 
in 1899-1900, from our curing stations in Mayo and Galway, was 
4,893, in the following year the number fell to 735 barrels, but 
recovered in 1901-2 to 2,463 barrels. 

Nine of our curing stations were let to two firms of merchants, 
and only two remote stations, Inishturk Island and Inishkea 
Island, were opened by us, but at these two only 48 barrels 'were 
cured. In the hope of creating a home market for the fish, we sent 
. these barrels gratis as samples to various inland towns in Ireland, 
but the reports subsequently received were not encouraging, being 
generally to the effect that there was little demand, and although 
we offered a further supply at 35s-, while the cost to us was 55s., 
only twelve traders applied at this price, and they took only 
thirteen barrels, 

The price paid to the fishermen at the North Mayo stations 
was 5s. per hundred. At Cleggan and Aran, where there were 
several buyers, the average price was seven or eight shillings.

Our curing stations at Teelin, Porturlin, Portacloy and Rinroe 
were opened during the opening season 1902, for the purchase of 
cod, ling, and glasson, but no fish were brought to these stations 
for sale. 

Development of the Fishing Industry. 

Biacksod We have stated above, when speaking of the spring mackerel 

fishery. fishery that the results obtained last year at Biacksod Point, where 
this fishing was commenced as an experiment three years ago, 
were not so good as in the first two years, but this was to a great 
extent due to the unfavourable weather and we have reason to 
believe that under average conditions this fishery if energetically 
worked has a fair chance of becoming remunerative. 

We have decided to erect, with the sanction of the Corn- 
Fishing lights, missioners of Irish Lights, several small lighthouses, on the 
western coast to enable boats to enter harbours at night with more 
safety. 

One of these lights has been erected on Lyon Head, Inishboffin 
Island, another on Cleggan Head, and a third on Deer Island, 
near Roundstone, but as the latter has proved not to be sufficiently 
strong for the large extent of water, it is being removed to Wyon 
Point near Burtonport, where a light is required, and we intend 
to place a much stronger light, at a cost of over £500 at Deer 
Island. 

During the past year eight “ Zulu ” boats were added to the 
Boats on share Board’s Donegal fleet, making the number of these decked herring 
system. boats thirty-eight. The “ Nobbies ” or decked mackerel boats on 
the Galway and Mayo coasts were reduced from twenty-three to 
eighteen owing to the transfer of five boats from the Board’s fleet 
to purchasers who obtained fishery loans. The two classes of 
boats above-mentioned, comprising the Board’s fleet worked on 
the share-system, numbered together fifty-six, and with their 
gear cost £19, 15G, of which £7,576 has been repaid, in addition 
to £2,850 deducted from the earnings for the cost of instruction. 
The total earnings of the boats, that is, the net produce of the 
fish sold, amounted to £29,737 in the past year. 

The capital of Fishery Loans transferred to us by the Board of 
Works in 1893 amounted to £36,685, including all instalments of 
interest and principal then unpaid, but excluding the £50,000 
which we applied to other purposes in 1893 and the following 
years Of this total we have since collected £30,087, and have 
written off as irrecoverable £1,703, leaving a balance of £1,895 
to be collected. The loans made by us since 1893 amounted to 
£51,492. (See Appendix XVIII.) 

Loans amounting to £7,580 were made in the year for fishing 
boats and gear, and twelve large boats purchased by this means 
brought up the total number to eighty-eight. 

The entire fleet of large fishing boats now on the Board’s books 
numbered 144, three of which are owned outside the Congested 
Districts. 
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Since our work commenced, in 1892, sixty-one loans for 
large boats, including loans transferred to us in 1893 from the 
Commissioners of Public Works, have been paid off by the 
owners. 

r iwo large fishing boats, on which We held mortgages for loans, Boats lost, 
were wrecked in the .past year. The “ True Light ” of Howth 
was lost with her crew of eight hands off Wicklow on the 
12th November. The loan on this boat was transferred to us 
from the Board of Works in 1893. The “ Sophia ” of Murrisk, 

County Mayo, was driven ashore at Clare Island on 22nd 
November. In the first case the amount due to us was £14 10s., 
and this has been written off as a loss. In the other case the sum 
due was £153 13s. lid,, of which £77 has been remitted. 

Instruction in Fishing. 

The amount expended last year in providing instructors for in fishing." 
new and inexperienced crews was £5,330, but from this is to be 
deducted £1,143 repaid by the boats under our rules, which are 
as follows : — 

/■— In cases where the Board consider instruction in fishing to he 
necessary, the services of an Instructor are given free for two 
seasons of spring mackerel fishing, two seasons of autumn fishing 
(herring or mackerel), and two seasons of long line fishing. 

3rd season (of any fishing) owner pays 10s. per week or one- 
ninth of gross earnings. 

4th season (of any fishing), owner pays 20s. per week or one- 
sixth of gross earnings. 

5th season (of any fishing) owner pays 30s. per week or one- 
fifth of gross earnings. 

II. — Share Boats Donegal. 

Crew pay one-ninth of net earnings so long as they require an 
Instructor. 

III. — Share Boats , Connemara. (Existing share-boats.) 

Crew pay one-ninth of net earnings if they mend nets, or two- 
ninths of net earnings if they do not mend nets. 

In connection with the cost of providing instruction we are 
pleased to be able to state that three of the Teelin boats which 
fished for herrings at Downing’s Bay, without instructors, made 
£263, £210, and £73, respectively. These boats were the “ St. 
M'Breccan,” the “ St. Catherine,” and the “ St. Carthac,” and the 
first named earned the reputation of being the best-worked boat 
in the fleet. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1902,' we employed on an 
average about forty-six Fishery Instructors per week in certain 
periods of the year as follows : —

Boat Building. 

Boat-building The Killy begs Industrial School, which is still assisted by a 
grant for the purpose of instruction in boat-building, completed 
three Zulu boats during the year and two nobbies were built at 
the new boat building yard, Aran Island 

Orders were also placed with the Baltimore Fishery School, 
Messrs. Casey Bros., and Cloherty Bros., of Mynish Island, 
Connemara, and Messrs. Trayers, of Gorumna Island, for the 
construction of one Nobby each. 

The boats had not however been taken over before the close of 
the year. 

In all, 26 decked fishing boats (18 nobbies and 8 Zulus), had up 
to 31st March, been built or ordered at yards on the west coast 
where building was first commenced under instruction provided 
by us. 

Barrel Making. 

B-.rrel making During the past year 9,888 “ whole-barrels,” 521 “ half-barrels,' 
and 730 “ carrier-barrels ” were made at our Cooperages at Teelin 
and Burtonport, where five apprentices have been employed. 

As may be seen by reference to the accounts in the Appendices 
the receipts in the year for 9,485 barrels sold were £1,950 14s. Id. 

Our steamer, the “ Granuaile ” brought two cargoes of 
Norwegian timber for barrel-making from Scotland, comprising 
385,900 superficial feet of staves, and 93,600 feet of heading. 
About two-thirds of this supply was required for our own Cooper- 
ages, and the remainder, with eight tons of iron hoops, was delivered 
at various places on the coasts of Cork and Kerry for the use of 
local coopers, on terms of deferred payment or loan. The 
supply of materials to these coopers has, we believe, been of 
■ much assistance in developing a very useful local industry. 
Formerly barrels were imported from Liverpool and Scotland 
by the local coopers, but now ; with the additional hands trained!; 
in County Donegal, a sufficient supply of barrels for the large 
local demand can be made. Last season’s autumn mackerel j 
fishing was however, so much below the average that the coopers 1 
were unable to dispose of the whole of their stock.

We mentioned in last year’s Report that we did not consider Lace - 
it prudent to unduly increase the number of lace classes, fearing 
that over production might result- The demand for the past year 
has been extremely good for hand-made lace, and workers have 
enjoyed the full advantage of higher prices. 

The total value of workers’ earnings which passed through the 
hands of the Board’s Teachers in the year for lace and crochet 
came to £9,614 4-s. 5 cl. and for embroidery £747 5s. 6c/. These 
figures do not include considerable purchases made locally from 
workers trained in our Classes. 

The great increase in the number of lace-making centres in 
various parts of Ireland has produced a demand for teachers and 
although the sending out of teachers has not been encouraged, 
because a too rapid extension of the industry might injure exist- 
ing classes, over fifty pupils trained in our classes are at present 
thus employed and their united earnings are estimated at over 
£2,500 per year. Many of these teachers from the Conger, ted 
Districts have conducted their classes with surprising energy and 
ability. 

The active demand for Irish hand- made lace has reacted on the 
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quality of the work in some districts, as it was so easy to dispose 
of the goods. The future of the industry will, however, depend 
on careful attention to design and the production of high-class 
work of such intrinsic merit as to command a market. Too much 
care cannot be bestowed on improving the quality and design of 
the work. 

Embroidery, drawn-thread-work and hemstitching have been 
carried on at Ardara, County Donegal, and embroidery at Derrew, 
Partry, Shrah, Treanlaur, and Tourmakeady, County Mayo. The 
market has been more or less depressed for some time and a 
lower rate of remuneration than could be wished has been obtained, 
but this industry must be valuable to many families in the absence 
of other employment, the total earnings being over £747 for the 
year. 

Instruction in hand-knitting has been given in the district of 
Ardnaree, Co. Mayo, in three centres, and although the industry 
cannot be considered at all remunerative in competition with 
goods produced by machinery, there are many women and girls 
who have gladly availed themselves of this employment, as 
a means of occupying their spare time. 

An industry new to Ireland has been started at Carraroe and 
Gorumna Island, Co. Galway. The Board have one German and 
two French Instructors engaged for teaching the manufacture of 
Renaissance Lace Curtains. It is hoped that when the initial 
difficulties of introducing this industry have been overcome, it 
may be the means of affording very considerable employment. 
The Board are indebted to Messrs. Morton of Darvel, Ayrshire, 
for assisting this project by taking the entire production. 

•In addition to the Carpet Factory at Killybegs, Messrs. 
Morton have opened a further factory at Kilcar, Co. Donegal, and 
the employment given is now more than double what it was 
last year. The goods produced at Kilcar and Killybegs are exhi- 
bited by Messrs. Morton at the Cork Exhibition, as well as lace cur- 
tains produced at Carraroe and on Gorumna Island, Co. Galway. 

Reports from the two principal centres of the Homespun 
industry, Ardara and Garrick, Co. Donegal, indicate that the 
demand d uring the year has been well maintained, and prices have 
been considerably in favour of producers. As hitherto, the cloth 
has been measured at the monthly fairs and the wool of better 
quality recently supplied by the Board has sold very freely at 
Ardara market. 

Instruction in weaving has.been given during the 3 r ear at Lee- 
nane, Co. Galway, and a considerable number of women and girls 
are now engaged in carding and spinning. There appears to be a 
very fair demand for the goods and were proper care taken in the 
dyeing,spinningandweaving,this demand would no doubt increase. 

Carpentry Classes have been held during the year at Letter- 
macaward, Co. Donegal, Gowlaun, Co. Leitrim, and Cashel, Co. 
Galway. An industrial, loan of £1 has been made to each 
pupil to enable him to procure a set of useful tools and 
experience indicates that these loans have greatly added to the : 
practical value of the classes. The work done shows that 
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the lads have quickly learned the use of tools, and are fairly Carpentry 
keen about working. The pupils in a short time are able to Classes - 
effect much-needed repairs in their own houses and many 
of them have made doors, gates, wheelbarrows, and other useful 
articles. The accounts which have been received of the work done 
by these lads, who have had but a short period of instruction, are 
most encouraging and no doubt this training will be productive 
of more substantial benefit to many of them in after life. 

The demand for the services of the four Domestic Economy Domcstic 
Instructors has increased further during the past year, and an Training 
additional teacher is required. These Classes have been attended CI “ as «- J 
by nearly 800 pupils, each of whom has received four months’ 
practical instruction. In many cases the close of the class has 
been followed by a request for the opening of another as soon as 
a teacher could be spared. 

The following extract from a letter received from a clergyman 
in County Leitrim on the termination of a Domestic Training 
Class, shows the manner in which these classes are appreciated 

“The class has been of very great service to the district. 

“Not only are the girls better cooks and take a deeper, 

“ more intelligent interest in household work, but their in- 
“ creased brightness and courteousness is very perceptible, 

“ and has been noticed by many. I am confident that the 
“influence of the class will not easily fade away, but will 
“ remain a permanent influence for good in the district.” 

The Connemara Basket Industryis still carried on at Letterfrack, Basket- 
by a Manchester company which for the past three years has making, 
received some assistance from us. 

Instruction in net-mending has been given at the following 
places •_ ° ° Net-mending 

placets . Classes. 

Caherciveen, County Kerry ; Blacksod, County Mayo ; Aran 
Islands and .Carna, County Galway. There was an average 
attendance of 29, 30, 34 and 36 per week at each place respec- 
tively. 

Five of the pupils at the Blacksod Class, who had become 
proficient, were employed, from the 5th August to the 21st 
December, in mending the nets belonging to the “ Share ” boats 
working at that station. 

V.— ENGINEERING AND OTHER WORKS. 

The net expenditure on Works during the past year amounted 
to £5,165, divided as follows

The details are given in Appendix No, XXII, 
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The principal work in course of construction was the pier with 
an approach -road at Dooueen, Duntnanus Bay, County Kerry. 

In consequence of the difficulty of obtaining labour at less than 
15s. per week, the construction of a boat-slip at Ballydonegau, 
County Cork, estimated to cost £900 and of a pier at Caherkeem, 
County Cork, to cost £250, have been postponed for the present. 

Owino- to the large number of applications received from all 
parts of "the Congested Districts for assistance in carrying out 
works of all kinds, much of the time of our Engineering staff 
was occupied in making inspections and the works undertaken 
were all of the smaller'class, with repairs of existing works. The 
expenditure on the fifty-two works which were in hands during 
the year averaged only £100, and in one half of these cases it was 
less than £50. 

In order to ensure that Cleggau Pier and its approaches 
should be kept in proper repair, and that necessary regulations 
for the use of the pier should he published and enforced, we have 
taken a lease of this work from the County Council of Galway 
for live years, but have not made ourselves responsible for any 
serious structural repairs. 

We have referred in several of our recent Reports to the 
subject of the taking' over by County Councils of marine works 
constructed by us, such transfers being provided tor under the 
Local Government Act of 1898. No change of any importance 
took place during the year 1901-2, but negotiations are pro- 
ceeding for the transfer of some small works alter we have 
carried out certain repairs. 

The number of parishes to which grants are made under the 
“ Parish Committee Scheme ” has increased to forty. I wenty- 
seven of these are in the county of Mayo, seven in County Sligo, 
three in Roscommon, and one in each of the counties Cork, 
Galway, aud Leitrim. (See Appendix XXIV.) 

At the- 31st March last the total sum paid in small grants to the 
cottiers since the scheme was commenced, in the winter of 1897-8, 
was £1 1,449. 

Of the grants made in the past year 444 were for erecting, im- 
proving or enlarging dwelling-houses, including such work as con- 
verting the space formerly occupied by cattle into a habitable room, 
laying a concrete door, inserting windows or building chimneys. 
The estimates for these amounted to £3,0(36, and the grants-in- 
aid were £784. 

For building out-offices, such as cow-houses, stables and stores, 
980 grants were made, amounting to £1,915, out of a total value 
of work done estimated at £8,035. 

For fencing and draining 280 grants, amounting to £304, were 
made, the total estimated cost being £1,145. 

For accommodation roads 135 grants, amounting to £258, were 
made for work estimated at £1,115. 
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Forty-one miscellaneous cases, estimated at £148, account for 
£48, and bring up the total value of works completed in the Commltte< ’ 5 - 
year to £13,509, and the grants authorised to £3,309. 

These works are carried out in winter and early spring, while 
the migratory portion of the population is at home, and for about 
six months of the year thirty “ Supervisors” are temporarily 
employed, each of them having charge of one, two, or three 
parishes, and being paid at the rate of about £1 per week while 
employed. An Inspector superintends all the parishes, under the 
general control of the Chief Land Inspector, Mr. Doran. The 
cost of supervision last year was £385, excluding any charge for 
general super intendence. 

The most urgent and important reform to which we wish to 
direct the attention of these committees is the removal of the 
cattle from the dwelling-houses, and we hope to be able to 
announce within the next few years that this work has been 
completed. The Sanitary Officers of many Unions have for some 
time been endeavouring to induce the people to provide out- 
houses for their cattle, but it would manifestly be unreasonable 
to require tire people at once to erect the necessary buildings in 
conformity to a sanitary regulation which had been allowed to 
remain in abeyance for many generations. The pecuniary aid 
afforded to the people by the Parish Committees, and the advice 
given by the Supervisors employed in connection with the 
scheme, must very opportunely assist the efforts of the Sanitary 
Authorities to effect this improvement in the condition of the 
dwellings of the poor in rural districts.. 


VI.—MISGELLA NEO US MATTERS. 

The number of Raiffeisen agricultural banks in the congested Kaiffeisen 
districts has been increased to 5G, and we voted during the bal * a ' 
year the sum of £400 for the preliminary expenses incurred by 
the Irish Agricultural Organisation Society in establishing them. 

The statistics given in Appendix No. XXIII. show that the. total 
amount of capital lent by us to these banks up to 31st March 
last was £3,200, and that from other local sources they had 
obtained £2,276: These sums, although small and falling short 
of the capital which could be beneficially employed by the banks, 
are not in fact so insufficient as might be supposed, for it is one 
of the principles on which these banks are constituted that they 
shall each work in such a snmll district that the members may 
all be known to one another, and it also follows from the nature 
of the scheme that the number of members must increase slowly, 
by the selection of the most industrious and trustworthy of the 
applicants for membership. 

It should also be explained that the financial success of the 
banks is to be measured by the profits made by the individual 
borrowers, not by the gains credited to the bank, and the evidence 
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we obtain as to the benefits derived by the borrowers from the 
employment of the loans made to them, continues to be highly 
satisfactory. The loans are usually invested in the purchase of 
calves, pigs, or sheep, and the profits made amount very frequently 
to as much as fifty or one hundred per cent. The care with which 
loans are issued is shown by the fact that the banks suffer no 
losses from bad debts, and we have no doubt that they will 
gradually and surely acquire a stability and a position in public 
estimation which will enable them to obtain as much capital as 
they require, and that they will be less dependent upon us in 
this respect than they are at present. It is needless to repeat, 
what has been pointed out in former Reports, that these small 
societies have a social and educational value far in excess of the 
immediate economic gain which has invariably followed their 
formation. 

During the past year we advanced a further sum, amounting 
to £550, to ten of these banks, and as £216 was refunded by 
others, the balance lent at the end of the year was £2,984. 

We have promised a contribution of £500 towards the ex- 
penses of the International Exhibition at Cork, which was 
opened on the 1st May. 

Our subsidy of £700 a-year to the Galway Steamboat Com- 
pany for the Aran Island services has been renewed for a further 
period of three years, with some improvements in the service. 

We have also agreed to give for one year, from 1st ISovember, 
1901, a subsidy of £500 to the Clyde Shipping Company to 
enable them to continue the service which they have carried on 
for many years past between Cork and certain ports on the 
coasts of Cork and Kerry, a service which we believe they have 
maintained for a long time at considerable loss, and which has 
been of much advantage to localities possessing no railway 
facilities. 

The agreement under which we gave £600 a-year in aid of 
Messrs. Pinkerton’s steamer service on the coast of Donegal ter- 
minated on 30th June, 1901. 


Donations. The Irish Lace Depot, Limited, sent us last year £447 9s. 6d 
as part of their profits, to be divided in the form of a bonus 
amongst the workers at our lace and crochet classes in propor- 
tion to the work done by each girl. 

Co-operation We have been, as in so many past years, under great obliga- 
of Royal Irish ^ions to the Inspector-General of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
Constabulary. and to fche officers and members of the Force, for very 
valuable assistance given in connection with our horse-breeding 
and other agricultural and fishery projects. 

Aocount*. The Accounts of Receipts and Payments in the year ending 
31st March last, as furnished to the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General, as well as full details under each head and the issues on 
loan, are submitted in the Appendix, 
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At our meeting in August last a letter was read from Lord de Change in the

PURCHASE OF LAND (IRELAND) ACT, 1901. 

The following is the text of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act of 
1901 : — 

CHAPTER 3. 

An Act to amend subsection (1) of section nine of the Purchase of 
Land (Ireland) Act. 1891, and subsection (2) of'section forty-three of 
the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1896. [2nd July, 1901.] 


BE it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and witli 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, as follows : 

1, : — (1.) Where it appears to the Lord Lieutenant that it is expedient 
that the limit provided by subsection (1) of section nine of the Purchase 
of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, with respect to the advances which may 
be made in any county should be exceeded, he may certify to that 
effect to the Treasury, and the Treasury may authorise advances to bo 
made in that county, to such increased amount as may be determined 
by them, not exceeding fifty times the share of the county in the 
guarantee fund, where the} 7 are of opinion that such advances can be 
made up to that increased amount without risk of loss to the 
Exchequer. 

(2.) The Lord Lieutenant may certify to the like effect with respect 
to the limit provided by subsection ( 2 ) of section forty-three of the 
Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1896, and in such case the Treasury may 
authorise advances to be made under that section for the benefit of the 
county mentioned in such certificate to such increased amount as may 
be determined by them, not exceeding fifty times the share of the 
county in the interest on the church surplus grant, after making the 
deductions in the said subsection mentioned, where they are of the 
same opinion as aforesaid. 

(3.) Subsection (1) of section four of the Congested Districts Board 
(Ireland) Act, 1899 (which extends the limit under section forty-three 
of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1896), is hereby repealed.

CONGESTED DISTRICTS BOARD (IRELAND) ACT, 1901. 

The following is the text of the Congested Districts Board (Ireland) 
Act of 1901 : — 

CHAPTER 34. 

An Act to amend the Congested Districts Board (Ireland) Acts. 

[17th August 1901.] 

BE it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority 
ol the same, as follows : — 

1, — (1.) "Where the Congested Districts Board have, whether before 
or after the passing of this Act, purchased an estate and the tenants of 
holdings thereon to the extent of not less than three-fourths in number 
and rateable value so request, the Board may serve a notice on any 
tenant thereon which shall have the effect of determining his tenancy 
in his holding as from the date mentioned in the notice, not being less 
than six months from the service thereof. 

(2.) Every such notice shall contain an undertaking by the Board 
that they will within the period mentioned in that behalf in the notice, 
or so soon thereafter as practicable, provide the tenant with a new 
holding on the same or an adjacent or neighbouring estate, subject to a 
rent not exceeding that payable by him for his original holding, and of 
not less value in respect of the land comprised in the new holding and 
the buildings and improvements thereon than the value of the land 
comprised in the former holding, and- the buildings and improvements 
thereon respectively at the date of the purchase of the estate by the 
Board. 

(3.) If any such tenant is dissatisfied with his new holding, or 
refuses to enter into possession thereof lie may within four months 
after he has been served with a notice stating that the Board are pre- 
pared forthwith to put him into possession thereof, apply to the county 
court within the jurisdiction of which the estate is situate, and that 
court may, subject to rules of court, hear and decide upon the 
application. 

(4.) If where the tenant is dissatisfied with the new holding the 
Court decides that the value thereof is, in respect of any of the 
matters aforesaid, less than the value of the former holding, the Court 
may, after taking into account in connexion with such inferiority in 
value the rent payable for the new holding, and every circumstance 
which the Court considers material, order such compensation as it may 
deem fit to be paid by the Board to the tenant, and, in addition, or as 
an- alternative, may order the Board to erect such buildings, or make 
such other improvements on the holding, as the Court may think 
reasonable. 

(5.) Where a tenant refuses to enter into possession of the new 
holding, the Court may order the payment to him by the Board of such 
sum as, in the opinion of the Court, is equal to the value of his interest 
in his former holding.

(6.) The county court may upon application, -order that such charges, 
liabilities, and equities as affect the tenant’s- interest in his former 
holding shall either continue to affect that holding, or be transferred to 
his new holding. 

(7.) Any decision of the county court under this section shall be 
final, and any notice under this section determining a tenancy may be 
enforced by a writ of possession of the county court, but no such writ 
shall be executed in pursuance of this section in the case of any tenant 
until the Board certify to the sheriff that they are prepared forthwith 
to put such tenant into possession of his new holding. 

(8.) Where a matter requiring the cognizance of the Court under 
this section arises in respect of an estate situate within the jurisdiction 
of more than one county court, the county court within the jurisdiction 
of which the greater part in rateable value of the estate is situate shall 
take cognizance of the matter. 

(9.) Every notice under this section shall be served on the tenant 
affected thereby, either personally, or by leaving the same at his resi- 
dence, or by transmitting the same by registered letter to his last 
known address. 

(10.) The Court may award costs to or against any party to any 
proceedings under this section, and in addition to any other power, 
may, where of opinion that any reasonable offer for the payment of 
compensation, or the execution of any works has been made by the 
Board, order a tenant to pay any costs incurred by the Board after 
the date of the offer. Any costs ordered to be paid by a tenant under 
this section may be deducted from any compensation payable to him 
thereunder. 

(11.) Rules of court may regulate the practice and procedure under 
this section. 

(12.) In this section the expression “ estate” includes part of an 
estate. 

2 . The right to enter upon a holding during the continuance of 
a statutory term conferred on a landlord by subsection (5) of section 
five of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, for the purposes therein 
specified, is hereby conferred on the Congested Districts Board and any 
person authorised by them in that behalf, in respect of any holding not 
subject to a statutory term which is situate upon land purchased by 
that Board ; and for enforcing the right conferred by this section the 
Board shall have the like remedies as in the case of a holding subject 
to a statutory term. 

3 . Where the Congested Districts Board have, whether before or 
after the passing of this Act, purchased land elsewhere than in a con-
